Pairiotic “Hounds” to 
Trail 173,911. 


A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C.,. Aug. 15.—{Spe- 
ejal.jJ-—-The war cepartment disclosed 
today that only 173,911 of the 24,000,- 
900 American citizens who registered 
under the selective draft for military 
service Guring the world war could be 
classified. as willful deserters. This is 
less than 1 per cent. 

This, announcement was made to- 
gether with the publication of a plan to 
publish the names of these 173,911 
met with a view to their arrest. To 
apprehend them the war department 
asks the coéperation of various state 
and local officials, patriotic societies, 
and other. agencies, including the de- 
partment of justice. Copies of the Lists, 
when the department is ready to make 
them- public, will be furnished to post- 
masters, police stations, and other 
agencies throughout the country.

'WEARY OF WARS AND THINKING 


OF WARS.” 

In the interview given Eye Witness by Gov. Cox 
’e Democratic candidate says: “ They (the people) 
re weary of wars and thinking of wars. They are

In this Gov. Cox speaks not like a statesman 
at as a politician. What is the object of an as- 
wtion which is uncontested in so far as it is 
we and for the rest obviously untrue? 

“The people are weary of wars and thinking 
| prars,” says Gov. Cox. The people are also 
eary of disease, of too much labor, of injustice. 
he people have never been otherwise than weary 
Wars except when they were willing to make 
ar. Europe is full of people who are weary of 
mr in the abstract doubtless, but who are not 
} weary but that they are making war and think- 
€ more war. And the American people, though 
ey may be weary of wars and of thinking of 
urs, would tomorrow think of war and make war 
an occasion they deemed sufficient offered, such 
the sinking of the Maine. 
Gov. Cox's remark is simply a playing to the 
pod of reaction which in America has naturally 
d inevitably followed the effort and sacrifice of 
war. It is doubtless good politics, but it is not 
triotic statesmanship. The American people are 
it wmilitary or militaristically inclined. On the 
ntrary, they went into the late war with con- 
erable doubt and reluctance, and they want to 
rid of all its consequences and free to follow 
eir fortunate and peaceful daily existence as 
On as possible. So they are weary of thinking 
wars. 
But being weary of thinking does not dispose of 
e duty or desirability of thinking. Politicians, 
t only of Gov. Cox’s persyasion, but, we are sorry 
say, of the Republican also, have been quick to 
llow the popular mood. By so doing they exploit 
uman weakness instead of protecting the people 
>m it. 
Being weary of the sacrifices and penalties of 
irs does not prevent wars, nor does being weary 
thinking of wars justify not thinking of wars. 
e do not enjoy thinking of cancer or tubercu- 
Mis, of tempest, drought, famine, pestilence, or 
dden death. We are weary of all the evils of 
e but the statesman or individual who allows
